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THE WORKMAN’S INCOME TAX

There will be a great to-do, after the close of the 
calendar year, when the nation. takes.pencil in- hand to 
figure out its income tax. Hereafter this duty has not 
‘caused any great amount of trouble, because the tax appli- 
ed to comparatively few people, and those few were most- 
ly business men. But under the new law the income tax 
is much more complicated, and applies to a vastly greater 
number. There’ will be many hundred thousand men and 
women who never dreamed of finding themselves in the 
income tax class who will be obliged in January or Febru- 
ary to trace their earnings back through the year and 
grapple with unaccustomed problems of arithmetic. 

Few skilled workmen are not making more than $1,000 
a year, the minimum limit beyond which they must: pay an 

“income tax if they are unmarried. Tens of thousands of 
common’‘laborers are earning more than that. In most of 
‘the ‘skilled trades the year’s income will be nearer ‘$2,000. 
‘It is said to’be nothing unusual in munition factories for 
artisans to get $50 to $60 a week. 

Most of the eligible wage-earners, it is safe to say, will 
pay this tax willingly, with a sense of pride. Few of them 
ever expetted to attain to such dignity. The “victims” 
may. properly regard themselves as having been admitted 
to a new aristocracy of labor. They should take -pride, 
too, in the fact that the money is to be used for so live a 
purpose. . The income tax is a sort of twin brother to the 
Liberty Loan. 

But oh, ‘the stiffened fingers that will toil over the un- 
wonted task, and the babble that will arise in all the lan- 
guages of the earth as Mr. American Citizen makes out 
his statement for Uncle Sam! Happy is the humble home 
where a little Willie or Heinie or Guiseppe can take hold 
and apply his public! school knowledge of addition, sub- 
traction and percentage. 


‘SELECTIVE SERVICE NUMBERS 


Men registered for selective service now have entirely 
-new-status, so far as their order of summons is concerned. 
A registrant’s serial number no longer means much, ex- 
cept that it serves to designate him instead of his name 
There is no more an assurance that men with low num- 
-bers. will be called first. The only thing that will’ count 
from: now on, in determining precedence, is a man’s 
matural liability to army service. 
That depends—if he’s physically fit—purely on his 
economic. status. Is' he needed at home, to take care 
of dependants, or to'do work necessary for the war, or 


--both? If he can'be'!spared from home and work, he'll} 


be called. son. If he has a family really dependent on 
his earnings, he may never be called at all. It’s the 
single men and the married men whose wives can take 
care of themselves who are likely to be examined and 
sent to the training camps in the next batch of recruits. 
Registered men are divided into, five classes, starting 
with those wh~ can most easily be spared for fighting, 
running through various grades of needed-at-homeness, 
and ending’ with the physical incapable. Every man 
‘will soon be assigned to a class, and will then know 
whether or. not he is subject to an early call. 
Among all the numbers assigned to a particular clags 
»the: low numbers will be called first. Inasmuch as an 
entire class will be called at about the same time, such 
precedence will not matter much.

OF BREAD FOR 
NATION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—All 
bakeries in every city of the land 
are to be put under government 
and made ‘subject to food adminis- 
{tration rules governing ingredients 
land weights of loaves by Presi- 
| dent Wilson’s proclamation planned 
as forecast by the food adminis- 
tration, will be to standardize bread, 
eliminate waste in distribution to 
consumers and gradually to force 
prices for pound loaves downward, 
perhaps to 7 or 8 cents a loaf. 

While prices are not to be fixed 
fancy breads are to be eliminated 
and all bread baked in regular sizes 
of one, one and a half, two and 
four pounds, with a midway increase - 
on each:to permit the sale of half a 
loaf. Fixed standard weights are 
to let consumers know which loaf 
is really cheapest. Three pounds 
of sugar, instead of six, are to be 
allowed for a barrel of flour, and 
two pounds of vegetable oil instead 
of six pounds, of lard or oil.,
